A BARE quorum of 100 students necessaiy for a busiiiess meet- 
, ing of the McGill Students', Society gathered yesterday 
afternoon in the ball-room of the McGill Union, and with very 
little discussion passed unanimously several amendments to the 
constitution of the Students' Society, which will do away com- 
pletely with the annual and semi-annual meetings. 
,Onc half hoiir after the time 



scheduled for the opening of the 
meeting about 80 students had been 
.collected In the bailroom. , All the 
hails and Offices in the Union had been 
Mjnbed 'thoroughly for any stray un- 
dergracluai«s. Finally a bare hundred 
-v.vere collected and the meeting got 
down t9;bvwlne5s/J.;rTOe'i^ of the 
previous meeting wërè read and ap- 
pVovfd, 

Disposes Amendments 
Alostalr Watt, Law represeiitatlve of 
the Students' Executive Council, and 
formerly president of the -.Arts Under- 
graduates Society proposed the fol- 
lowing amendments to the constitu- 
tion v.'hlch were seconded by Hugh 
Soybold, President of the Union; The.

At the meeting of the R.'V.C. His- 
torical Club, which was held . last 
nighty In - the Common R^m of thp 
Royal' Victoria College, Miss A. Langue- 
doc, a graduate" of "29, spoke' on .'"The 
Mounted PoUcei" Miss Languédoc 
pointed out' the necessity of a police 
force in; Canada, especially during the 
last cervturj', when 'there Were no' rail- 
ways ( to .connect - the eastern ' and 
western parts ..'of ■ Canada, and _whèn 
the Americana .could . easily IjjKg^^ch 
jjossessloii of 'our western prffiSSiri''.': 
Under great difficulties the police 
periçtrated , to the Rocky Mountains. 
"The force subdued Lbùls Rlel who had 
persiiiaded thé 'Westem- Indians to re- 
volt against " English . authority.'

This Is a book which It would be hard to over- 
praise. It is, Its author siiys, "JournaUsm, and makes 
no pretence of being alnythlng else. Nearijr ninety 
per cent, of the material was produced on tho spot, 
much of it within an^ hour or half a do2en hours 
of an éno^ûntèr. it was written in hotels, tràvelUng 
In bot trains. with my typewriter on my knee, frc» 
quently when I was so tired that I. would have given 
àU of Russia for a b'li^th and a long, long sleep. It 
is reproduced here without^" chSftge, .oUièr thah 
I'rlmmlhgs." 

As night be ex]>«oted, therefore, the style'^lsînot 
alvteys impeccable; there are occasional Infelicitous 
phrases. But what the book lacks in finish it more 
than makes up in freshness, Immediacy and vitality. 
1 know of no work on the Soviet Union which gives 
so vivid an idea, of what is at once - the most Im- 
portant thug^abOHtitheWJ3.S3t;: and the hardest 
to convey to people who have never beèni there:, the 
"feel," the quality, the tone and temper • of 'Soviet 
life. To read these sketches is the next test thing 
to a persotiaf visit for Mr. Griffin is not: pniy an 
admirable* ohserver: he writes with understanding, 
he has penetrated to the essence.

Campus Life 

. Loses Qaiety 

New -ï-ork. N. Y. — Tho effect of 
the depression wWch has swept^^ifrom 
the college campus much of the gay 
backgroimd against which the under- 
^raduato 'posed his studies has also 
adversely affected college enrollments, 
a suHr'ey of 24 colleges and universities 
of tho country hidlcatcs. 

In answer to queries from the New 
York Times, officials of instllutions 
from Boston to BErkc^ey, estimated 
that the chief effect of the depression 
had' been to modulate the carefree 
Joy of campus life and to focus the 
attention of students' on books and 
blackboards. Tho student of 1932, 
many of the replies Indicated, has sold 
the flashy roadster and is buying sec- 
ond-hand books, and more than ever 
before he Is asking for scholarship 
aid, low-priced dormitory, rooms, an 
a chance to work hls,,^y. . ..

An hitorpretatlon'^^j'F'^ho'^ltatistlcs 
and replies Indicates a trend away 
from technical education toward cul- 
tural subjects. In gei^eral, the Institu- 
tions, the enrollments of wlilch twere 
most affected by the depression, 
seemed to t)c thosé located in the 

MoiSiSr^^^^^É^ollegcs and uni- 
versities maintained their enrollments 
at about the same figures last year, 
and a few eastern institutions' such as 
Amherst, Fordham, Harvard , and Vas- 
sar reported slight Increases In- their 
student attendance. Columbia, with an 
estimated drop of more than 1,000 
students, reported tho largest loss of 
any of the 19 Uistitutlons. 

At the University of California the 
"chief effect of the depression noted 
here is prolongation of the college 
period by students already registered 
and return of old students who once 
left. Enrollment of new undergradu- 
ates never attending before; shows a 
tendency' to decrease. Apparently stu- 
dents who formerly -were attracted 
from 'college by offers of'lucratlyo po- 
sitions are new continuing theh- 
studies for lack of something better to 
do. Oh tho other hand, students who 
have not yet entered college drag out 
high school work or enter local Junior 
colleges to save mionçy by llvhig at 
home.'i .
